Phosphate Formation" 

2. D1 relates to liposomes wherein Ca ions are encapsulated. Calcium phosphate 
formation only occurs after dissolution of the liposomal membrane. D1 does 
therefore not relate to vesicles or hydrophobic droplets comprising an outer layer 
comprising calcium phosphate. As a consequence, the presently claimed subject- 
matter is novel (article 33(2) PCT). 

3. The subject-matter as presently claimed involves an inventive step (article 33(3) 
PCT), as the suitability of said vesicle or hydrophobic droplets for treating bone 
disorders in not evident in the light of the available prior art. 

4. For the assessment of the present claim 33 on the question whether it is 
industrially applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States. The 
patentability can also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The EPO, 
for example, does not recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter of 
claims to the use of a compound in medical treatment, but may allow, however, 
claims to a known compound for first use in medical treatment and the use of such 
a compound for the manufacture of a medicament for a new medical treatment. 
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
